Racial gaps 
persist after 
King’s gains

Communities across Ohio 
on Monday will celebrate the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr.'s 
work to bring dignity and equal 
rights to all Americans. But 
now, half a century since King 
was assassinated, blacks in 
Ohio are, in many fundamental 
ways, lagging far behind.

income for black Ohioans 
increased 14 percent between 
2010 and 2016, to $31,035. 
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
